Billy Buffett Fantasy Football League Rulebook 


Preamble 


We, the members of the Billy Buffett Fantasy Football League, in recognition of our shared 
commitment to competition, fairness, and the pursuit of fantasy football glory, do establish this 
Rulebook to govern all aspects of our league. 


Article |: League Overview 
Section 1.01: League Name and Membership 


e The League shall be known as the Billy Buffett Fantasy Football League, hereinafter 
referred to as "the League." 

e The League shall consist of ten (10) members, each managing a single team. 

e The League 


Section 1.02: Draft Format 


e The League shall conduct an annual draft consisting of sixteen (16) rounds. 
e Each team shall be entitled to one (1) draft pick per round, with the order of selection 
determined by 100yardrush.com, unless otherwise determined by the League. 


Section 1.03: Keeper Structure 


e The League shall operate as a Keeper League, allowing each team to retain up to two 
(2) players from their previous season's roster: one (1) player selected in rounds one 
through eight (1-8) and one (1) player selected in rounds nine through sixteen (9-16). 


Article Il: Draft Rules 


Section 2.01: Draft Process 


e The draft shall consist of sixteen (16) rounds, with each team making one (1) selection 
per round. 

e The draft order shall be determined by 100yardrush.com, unless a different method is 
approved by the League. 


Section 2.02: Keeper Designation 


e Clause 2.02.1: Each team may designate one (1) player selected in rounds one through 
eight (1-8) and one (1) player selected in rounds nine through sixteen (9-16) as a 
keeper. 

e Clause 2.02.2: A player's keeper status shall result in their draft round advancing by one 
(1) round in each successive season they are kept (e.g., a player kept as a 7th-round 
pick one season shall become a 6th-round pick the following season). 

e Clause 2.02.3: A player may be kept for a maximum of three (3) seasons, after which 
they must be returned to the draft pool. 

e Clause 2.02.4: Players selected in the first (1st) round may not be kept beyond the 
current season, as there is no round to which they may advance. 

e Clause 2.02.5: Players who were undrafted in the previous season shall, if kept, be 
designated as a 16th-round pick, with the same advancement rules applied. 

e Clause 2.02.6: Only players on a team's roster at the end of the previous season may 
be designated as keepers. 

e Clause 2.02.7: Keepers must be submitted prior to the determination of the draft order. 
Failure to submit by this deadline will result in forfeiture of keeper rights for that season. 


Section 2.03: Trading Draft Picks 


e Clause 2.03.1: Trading of draft picks is permitted, provided that both teams exchange an 
equal number of picks to maintain draft balance. 

e Clause 2.03.2: A traded player’s keeper status and draft round remain unaffected by the 
trade. 


Section 2.04: Post-Draft Requirements 


e Clause 2.04.1: Each team must complete the draft with a full starting lineup, consisting 
of positions as defined by the League (e.g., 1 QB, 2 RBs, 2 WRs, 1 TE, 1 Flex, 1 K, 1 
DST). 


Article Ill: Keeper Rules 
Section 3.01: Eligibility and Duration 


e Clause 3.01.1: Keepers must have been on a team’s roster at the end of the previous 
season. 

e Clause 3.01.2: Players may be kept for a maximum of three (3) seasons, with their draft 
round advancing by one (1) round each season. 


Section 3.02: Special Circumstances 


e Clause 3.02.1: If a player is drafted, dropped, and later reacquired, they shall retain their 
original draft round for keeper purposes. 


e Clause 3.02.2: The draft round designation of a traded player remains unchanged for 
keeper purposes, with the acquiring team assuming the original round. 


Article IV: Membership Changes 
Section 4.03: Addition of New Members 


e Clause 4.03.1: A proposal to add a new member to the League shall require a two-thirds 
(2/3) majority vote of the existing members. 

e Clause 4.03.2: Upon receiving a proposal for a new member, each current member shall 
cast their vote either in favor or against the addition. 

e Clause 4.03.3: If two-thirds (2/3) of the current members vote in favor, the proposed 
individual shall be invited to join the League with full rights and responsibilities. 


Section 4.04: Removal of a Member 


e Clause 4.04.1: The removal of a member from the League shall require a unanimous 
vote, with all nine (9) remaining members casting a vote. 

e Clause 4.04.2: A proposal for removal must be made in writing and presented to the 
League Commissioner, who will then initiate the voting process. 

e Clause 4.04.3: Should the vote be unanimous, the member in question shall be 
immediately and permanently removed from the League, forfeiting all rights associated 
with membership. 


Article V: Miscellaneous Provisions 
Section 5.01: Dispute Resolution 


e Any disputes regarding the interpretation of these rules shall be resolved by ChatGPT 
prompted this rule book and the agreed upon dispute summary prompt. 


Section 5.02: Amendments 


e These rules may be amended by a two-thirds (2/3) majority vote of the League 
members.
